THE AJMER PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARIES (SALARIES AND 
ALLOWANCES) BILL, 1956

A Bill to provide for the salaries and allowances of the Parliamentary 
Secretaries of the State of Ajmer. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Ajmer 
in the Seventh Year of the Republic of India as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) This Act may be called 
the Aimer Parliamentary Secretaries (Salariesi and Allowances) 
a];! 1956. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Chief Commis¬ 
sioner may by notification in the official gazette appoint in this 
behalf. 

2. Definitions. —In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

(i) “Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner 
of the State of Ajmer. 
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(ii) “Parliamentary Secretary” means the Parliamentary 
Secretai’y of the State of Ajmer appointed by the 
Chief Commissioner. 

3. Salaries and allowances of Parliamentaty Secretaries.— 

There shall be paid to each Parliamentary Secretary a salary of 
four hundred rupees per mensem, a house rent allowance of one 
hundred and twentyfive rupees per mensem ’and’ a conveyance 
allowance of one hundred and twentyfive rupees per mensem. 

4. Allowances to Parldamentary Secretaries. —Travelling and 
daily allowances to a Parliamentary Secretary shall be determined 
by rules to be made Iw the Chief Commissioner in this behalf in 
consultation with the Central Grovermnent. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Whereas it is necessary to appoint Parliamentary Secretaries 
in the State it has become necessary to provide for their emolu¬ 
ments and other amenities. The Bill accordingly provides for their 
appointment and grant of necessary salaries and amenities to 
them.
